People’s 

Commissioner for 
Wales recently 
visited a local 
group, The 
Squirrel’s Nest in 
Tondu, to see the 
work that is being 
done there to 
tackle isolation and 
depression in older 
men. 

Sarah Rochira, said: 
“It was a pleasure to 
meet members of The 
Squirrel’s Nest men’s 
group in Bridgend today 
to talk to them about the 
things that matter to 
them, and their 
experiences of growing 
older in Wales. 

“The ‘Men’s Sheds’ 
project is hugely 
important, particularly 
as there have 
traditionally been few 
activity or support 
groups aimed 
specifically at older 
men. 

“It provides 
important opportunities 
for older men to take 
part in different 
activities, socialise and 
provide each other with 
support, all essential to 
help them to stay active 
and independent and 
avoid loneliness and 


isolation. 

“Men’s Sheds is a 
great example of an 
initiative that is making 
a big difference to the 
lives of older men and I 
hope to see other similar 
groups established 
across Wales”. 

The international 
men’s shed movement 
has only recently found 
its way onto Welsh soil 
and, while still in its 
early stages. The 
Association of Men’s 
Sheds Cymru is being 
established to support 
the small number of 
existing sheds and to 
help communities across 
the country to set-up 
their own Men’s Shed. 

Regional advocates 
have been appointed 
and are now busy 
responding to interest 
coming from 
communities up and 
down the country. 

Mark Bond, the 
regional advocate for 
south Wales said: “It 
really is a very exciting 
time for the Men’s 
Sheds Movement in 
Wales. Everyone who 
hears about what we’re 
doing instantly 
recognises the need, 
grasps the potential and 
invariably knows 
someone close to them 
who would relish the 
chance to join or set up 


their own shed. 

“What amazes me is 
the wealth of skills and 
experience among our 
older male 

population.. .everyone 
has something unique to 
offer and sheds are the 
perfect opportunity to 
share what you know 
with peers and future 
generations”. 

Robert from The 
Bridgend shed said: “I 
hope that the 
commissioner’s visit 
will help towards 
highlighting the good 
work that goes on in 
this community 
project'.” 

He hopes that The 
Squirrel’s Nest profile 
will be raised more with 
the local authority and 
local health board. 

He said: “While we

Man is jailed for 
sexual offences 
against children 


A MAN has been 
jailed for more than 
13 years, following 
a number of sexual 
offences against 
young children. 

William Blower (66) 
from Maesteg, was 
sentenced on 

Thursday, April 16 for 
seven counts of 
indecent assault on a 
child and two offences 
of indecency with a 
child. He has been 
placed on the Sex 
Offenders Register for 
life. 

The offences 

occurred between July 
1971 and April 1984. 

Investigating officer 
DC Rebecca Merchant 
said: “William 

Blower’s offending 
spanned 13 years and 
was of the most serious 
degree. He 

deliberately took 
advantage of children 
in order to satisfy his 
own sexual 

gratification. 

“The victims have 
been haunted by what 
William Blower did to 
them for over 40 years, 
and they are still 
suffering the 

psychological effects of 
his actions. 

“We want to take 
this opportunity to

for showing 

tremendous bravery in 
coming forward after 
such a long time, and 
then giving evidence 
against him. 

“It is down to their

SHADOW Welsh 
Tourism Minister, 
Suzy Davies, says 
she has been 
informed by 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
that they intend to 
press ahead with 
plans to introduce 
car parking 
charges along the 
seafront in 
Porthcawl. 

Mrs Davies, a Welsh 
Conservative regional 
AM, contacted the 
council to find out the 
status of a consultation 
that was carried out into 
the plans. Letters were 
sent by the council to 
1,000 householders and 
businesses in the town. 

Mrs Davies says she 
has been told, following 
a series of questions to 
the council, that these 
letters constituted the 
formal consultation and 
the council is now 


proceeding to the next 
step which is to 
advertise the proposal to 
introduce these charges 
as well as plans for 
residents’ parking. 

If objections are 
subsequently received 
by the council, there 
may be modifications 
made to the plan but if 
this does not resolve the 
objections, it will be 
referred to the council’s 
Appeal Panel. 

Mrs Davies said: “I 
understand the need to 
stop people using the 
sea front as an all-day 
free car park but the 
trick will be to avoid 
proposals which go too 
far the other way. A 
clumsy charging policy 
for the seafront could 
have a detrimental 
effect on the cafes and 
coffee shops in the 
town.

“My worry is that 
this plan, while giving 
income to the council, 
may reduce income for 
tourist-dependent 
businesses. 

“When the council 
first discussed this 
proposal, it was stated 
that they would 
introduce a free first 
half hour along the 
seafront and also in the 
John Street car park. 

“It is unclear if they 
intend to proceed with 
this but, as I said at the 
time, half an hour is not 
long enough for pop-in 
shopping, particularly 
for anyone with 
mobility problems or 
managing a pushchair 
and another child. It 
needs to be at least an 
hour to be of value to 
traders. 

“Councils have been 
warned by the High 
Court that they should 
not use car parking 
charges as a cash cow. It 
would be easier for 
Porthcawl residents to 
accept these charges if 
all the profits were 
specifically committed 
to improving parking 
facilities in the town - 
not the rest of the 
borough. 

“As for the effect on 
tourism, the council will 
need to consider the 
impact of rival 
destinations. 
Neighbouring Neath 
Port Talbot Council 
scrapped the 
introduction of parking 
charges on Aberavon 
seafront after protests 
from residents and 
traders so parking there 
remains free.”

RESIDENTS in a 
street in Barry 
woke up on 
Monday morning 
wondering whether 
an ISIS flag had 
been raised above 
an empty shop. 

The black and white 
flag had been put up 
overnight and people 
were puzzled as to what 
the writing on it meant. 

A local resident, who 
did not want to be 
named in the paper, 
said: “When people 
walked past it they 
were wondering 
whether it was an ISIS 
flag. 

“I went out for a 
walk on Monday 
morning and saw it as I 
returned. Someone said 
to me: Ts it an Isis 
flag?’ 

“Black and white 
seems to represent 
ISIS. 

“Someone claimed 
the words meant ‘Peace 
and love’, but without 
an English translation 
on the flag we don’t 
know.” 

The man said putting 
up the flag without 
people knowing its 
meaning was not being 
responsible. 

“This area is a 
melting pot and 
everyone gets on. I 
have Welsh friends who 
have converted (to 
Islam) - they might not 
be able to read it 
themselves and be 
concerned. People get 
along here and we 
don’t want problems.” 

He said that if it was 
an Islamic flag, he 
wondered whether the 
Welsh flag would be 
welcomed in an Islamic 
country. 

A local trader said: 

“I understand it was put 
up at 12.30am on 


Monday morning. 
People locally were 
shocked to see it. If it 
had been in English 
people would have 
known what it meant. 

“We don’t know 
whether it is aggressive 
or peaceful. People 
have been discussing it 
in the street.” 

Rita Limbrick, who

IN memory of 
Jamie Adamson, 
who inspired The 
Jam Fund, his 
father Paul released 
16 red balloons at 
his son’s resting 
place on Christmas 
Day. 

The fund has raised 
more than £400,000 and 
helped numerous 

youngsters suffering 
from ill health, as well as 
providing support for 
their families. 

Paul hoped the 
balloons would seek out 
other youngsters across 
the country who needed 
help. 

He said: “When 
released the balloons last 
Christmas Day, 
attached tags with a hand 
written note on each one 
asking whoever found 
one to contact me by e- 
mail and the charity 
would try and help any 
child that they wished to 
nominate. 

“The first was 
discovered in Somerset 
near Glastonbury on 
Boxing Day by Tina 
James. I am currently 
trying to find a child to 
donate to in that area. 

“The second was 
found on March 17 in a 
back garden in 
Wimbourne, Dorset, by a 
lady called Nicola Price. 

“Nicola has a friend 
who also runs a 
leukaemia charity and we 
are basing to find a child 
there to help.” 

The next balloon 
triggered a surprising 
coincidence.

“Sara nominated a

against cancer. 

“Pern’s mum and aunt 
have requested The Jam 
Fund finances a ‘Princess 
bedroom makeover’ for 
Perri as a surprise before 
she gets home, which we 
are now in the process of 
doing. 

“In addition a fourth 
balloon was found in the 
Bournemouth area, a 
distance of 75 miles, by a 
lady named Yvonne 
Thomas. 

“As Suzy has already 
raised over £1,700 we 
will be donating to Perri 
and another two children 
in the Bournemouth area. 
I think the odds of a 
balloon ending up so 
close where The Jam 
Fund runner works are 
huge and I like to believe 
Jamie had a say in it.” 

Recently, the fund has 
been helping families

which he can drive. 

“I want to also thank

Penarth, who has run in 
the Cardiff half marathon 
in the past for the charity 
and is now also running 
in this year’s London 
Marathon, having got 
into the event through his 
running club Penarth and 
Dinas Runners.”

Suzy, The Jam Fund’s 
runner, told The GEM: “' 
am so pleased that I have 
so far been able to raise 
just over £1,700 for this 
super charity. 

“I have been running 
for about three years now 
and the marathon has 
always been a goal. I was 
lucky enough to be 
introduced to Paul via a 
mutual friend.

After being one of 
only four children’s 
choirs selected from all 
over Wales in the 
preliminary round earlier 
this year, and then 
winning the children’s 
choir category semi-final 
a few weeks ago. Cor 
Heol y March competed 
against the winners of the 
other semi-finals - the 
youth choir, male voice 
choir, ladies choir and 
mixed voice choir 
categories - in the grand 
final.

THE small choir of Ysgol 
lolo Morganwg showed 
they are true champions, 
winning the final of Cor 
Cymru Cynradd 2015. 

Competing against the three 
other finalists, Llangennech 
Juniors Choir, Ysgol Gymraeg 
Teilo Sant and Cor Ysgol y Wern, 
the lolo choir, led by their 
enthusiastic conductor, Mrs Eleri 
Roberts, and accompanied by Mrs 
Catiin Thomas on piano, sang four 
songs in front of a large audience 
at the Aberystwyth Arts Centre. 

The competition final was also 
televised live on S4C on the 
evening of Saturday, April 18. 

The children had promised 
beforehand to “sing like they had 
never sung before” and this was 
certainly true on the night. Their 
nerves held strong and they looked 
like they were thoroughly 
enjoying their performance. 

Caryl Parry Jones, a 
commentator in the competition 
said, “They looked mischievous 
before they had even started 
singing and that was reflected in 
the first song ‘Swn’ - a 
mischievous and mysterious 
piece” 

The Cor Cymru Cynradd is a 
competition open to all primary 
school choirs in Wales and Ysgol 
lolo Morganwg qualified for the 
final in December last year. 

This was probably no surprise 
to the school, as the choir had won 
the National Songs of Praise 
Junior Choir competition only a 
few months earlier. 

Cor Cymru Cynradd judges 
were Gareth Jones, musical 
director of Sinfonia Cymru, Mrs 
Zimfira Poloz, director of 
Hamilton Childrens Choir, Canada 


and Simon Carrington, Professor 
of Conducting at Yale University, 
USA. 

Eleri had explained that just as 
the language is so important, the 
choirs technical abilities had to 
shine as well, to satisfy the 
international judges. 

The lolo choir, opened with 
‘Swn’ a new song full of mischief 
and mystery. This was to show the 
many characters within the choir. 

The second song, ‘Si Hei Lwli 
Mabi’ a simple, unaccompanied 
piece highlighted the pure music 
of the choir with long musical 
lines. The third song, ‘Nos Da 
Nawr’, again showed the character 
of the choir, creating a magical 
essence. 

To close, the children 
performed ‘Cydiwn Ddwylo’ - 
World Peace, without doubt an 
emotional and powerful song with 
a clear message in the words. 

As the result was announced, 
Simon Carrington said: “It had 
been a wonderful event and all 
schools sang to a high standard. 
The decision has been difficult, as 
all the children had sung from 
their hearts. Ysgol lolo sang with 
flexibility and musicality”. 

Zimfira Poloz added “The choir 
produced organic, quality and 
acapella singing”. 

Emotions were running high on 
Saturday night and Eleri Roberts, 
the choir’s leader, explained, “To 
get to the final of this competition 
was a tremendous result for this 
very young and small choir, many 
of the children are eight or nine 
years old and for many, it is their 
first time on a stage. 

“The standard of the 
competition was very high and all 
the schools in the final sang 
incredibly well. 


“The children sang their hearts 
out and I am very proud of them 
and thank them for all their hard 
work and dedication. They truly 
deserve their win”. 

Mrs Rhian Williams, 
headteacher at Ysgol lolo, was 
also at the competition final and 
commented: “The support has 
been amazing tonight and the 
atmosphere electric. I’m 
incredibly proud of the children. 
They are young and yet so 
professional. They have taken the 
competition in their stride. 

“Eleri is an amazing conductor. 
We are very grateful to have her as 
part of our school family. It’s 
fantastic what the school choir has 
achieved in the last nine months - 
winning two national 
competitions. 

“But the main point is that the 
children really enjoy their singing, 
it’s an important part of our school 
culture”. 

What next? After the school has 
enjoyed the Cor Cymru Cynradd 
success, Eleri Roberts and the 
children will be preparing for a 
‘Celebrations’ CD and concert 
featuring songs from both 
competitions and special guests. 

The launch of the CD and 
concert will be held at Acapela, 
Pentyrch, Cardiff on the evening 
of June 18.

star’s appeal 


MY brother-in-law 
was diagnosed with 
Parkinson’s about 
15 years ago, and 
was my original 
inspiration for 
joining Parkinson’s 
UK. 

I have supported and 
worked with them ever 
since, and over the years 
have seen at first hand 
the pain and struggles 
that living with this 
devastating condition can 
entail. 

At the start of 
Parkinson’s Awareness 
Week, a new survey from 
Parkinson’s UK revealed 
that an estimated 69,000 
people in the UK with 
Parkinson’s have 

experienced hostility and 
rudeness from members 
of the public. 

It’s unbearable to 
think of the suffering this 
can cause - it’s bad 
enough, for example, 
having a long-term, 
incurable condition 
which can cause you to 
slur your speech and be 
unsteady on your feet, 
without being mistaken 
by a member of the 
public for being drunk. 

I was shocked by the 
enormous number of 
people with Parkinson’s 
who regularly come up 
against public 


misunderstanding and 
unintentional cruelty - a 
third of people in our 
survey have been stared 
at, a quarter had their 
symptoms mistaken for 
drunkenness, and one in 
10 have been laughed at 
because of their 
symptoms. 

This hostility can have 
a profound effect on 
people with Parkinson’s, 
increasing their 

depression and anxiety, 
and leaving some people 
too frightened to leave 
their homes. 

To combat this, we are 
urging people to become 
friendlier by pledging to 
do small acts of kindness 
such as smiling and 
being more patient. In 
particular, we ask people 
not to make assumptions 
or jump to conclusions 
that can make an 
enormous difference to 
all of us - especially 
people with Parkinson’s. 
I do hope your readers 
will join me in pledging 
to make a difference.

I T was around 
three years ago 
that the 

Llantwit Major 
and Cowbridge 
Lions Club set its 
sights on reviving 
an old rural 
tradition in the 
Vale - the 
Cowbridge May 
Fair. 

The club had already 
enjoyed success by 
being heavily involved 
in reviving a similar 
traditional event in 
Llantwit Major - a 
community event that 
had many of the 
attractions of the old 
time country fairs.

reflecting the success of 
two years ago. 

A spokesman for the 
Llantwit Major and 
Cowbridge Lions told 
The GEM: “The 
Cowbridge May Lair 
programme is taking 
shape. 

“On the stage there 
will be a variety of 



musical acts including 
pop/rock by CMBR, St 
Donat’s Chorale, 
Cowbridge Rock Choir, 
CAOS and Stagecoach.

ploughed a furrow that 
has seen him take on 
both epic films (The 
Dark Knight Rises) and 
smaller fare (Locke).

When he starts to 
investigate a series of 
child murders (despite 
Stalin dictating that 
murder isn’t a crime), 
he and his wife Raisa

own hands, despite the 
risks it poses to him and 
those close to him... 

There are several 
themes that run through 
Child 44 - there is that 
of a man doing the right 
thing against the wishes 
of his superiors, and 
even his family - the 
notion that murder is 
nothing more than a

Early on, we learn 
that the main character 
of Leo is an orphan, 
battling to survive and 
taken in by a kindly 
soldier, thus creating a 
connection when he 
stumbles upon the 
‘murders’ of youngsters 
across Moscow. 

However, this is 
thoroughly glossed 
over. The notion of

murder being a disease 
rather than a crime, 
therefore allowing 
anyone with murderous 
intent free rein, is also 
glossed over - referred 
to but never digging too 
deeply into it. 

These are just two 
examples of the 
frustrations encountered 
by this film, which 
ultimately becomes a 
melting pot of these 
elements, but never 
knows quite what it 
wants to be. One 
minute it’s a race 
against time thriller 
about catching a killer, 
then it becomes a film 
about revenge, a good 
man being oppressed by 
a boo, hiss, villain - and 
then the next minute, 
it’s a study of a 
relationship tested by 
the duplicity and 


paranoia of this period 
in Russia’s history. 

Richard Price’s 
screenplay never 
manages to coalesce 
these strands into a 
satisfying whole, a flaw 
that even the best 
director would struggle 
to work with, but under 
the direction of Daniel 
Espinosa (whose 
English-language debut. 
Safe House, was a by- 
the-numbers action 
thriller) it simply 
becomes a bit of a bore; 
Espinosa’s direction 
suitably bleak and 
oppressive but straining 
to create big sequences 
rather than 
concentrating on the 
minutiae. 

The performances are 
all encumbered by 
actors struggling with 
their accents, the film 


sounding like an 
audition to voice a 
certain Meerkat-fronted 
website advert, with 
Tom Hardy not faring 
particularly well as his 
character, although 
noble and well- 
intentioned, never really 
engages you as a 
viewer. 

Noomi Rapace is a 
bland collection of 
grimacing facial 
expressions, Gary 
Oldman offers little but 
gravitas, while Joel 
Kinnaman’s Vasili 
merely sneers and hits 
the broad, ‘bad guy’ 
notes. 

It’s a shame, as there 
was plenty of potential 
to engage the brain and 
create a thriller that 
works on more than just 
the basic level, but 
Child 44 even fails on 


the front, the 
‘whodunnit’ aspect a 
footnote in what is 
ultimately an 
underwhelming, and 
boring, effort. 

VERDICT: As 
unthrilling a thriller as 
you are likely to find, 
the most interesting 
aspects of Child 44’s, 
narrative are buried 
beneath a landslide of 
weak performances and 
a confused screenplay. 
Daniel Espinosa’s 
direction doesn’t help 
matters, but this is a 
failure across the board 
in what is a leaden, 
cumbersome and 
disjointed piece of 
work. Poor.

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LLANTWIT MAJOR 165s TAKE THE 
TROPHY IN BELGIAN TOURNAMENT 


THE Llantwit 
Major 165s touring 
party - 20 boys 
and four adults - 
left the rugby club 
on a wet foggy 
evening on 

Thursday, April 2, 
for their end of 
season tour to 
Ghent in Belgium. 

The team of under-15 
and under-16 players 
competed in the Ghent 
rugby tournament, a 
well-established festival 
that has just entered its 
25th year and welcomes 
teams from all over 
Europe at every age 
level and every ability - 
including national sides 
from the Netherlands, 
Georgia, Germany and 
the host country. 

Before any rugby

Regional AM hits out at 
hospital parking chaos 


ELUNED PARROTT, Welsh 
Liberal Democrat AM for 
south Wales central, has 
demanded urgent action on 
what many residents are 
calling traffic and parking 
chaos’ at the University 
Hospital of Wales in Cardiff. 

“With ever-increasing services 
being provided at the site, visitors 
and residents attending outpatient 
appointments are regularly being 


turned away from the hospital site 
due to existing car parks being 
unable to cope with the demand, ” 
she said. 

“The situation has reached a 
critical point. It is not acceptable 
for outpatients, many of whom are 
unable to walk far, to be turned 
away from the site when they come 
for what for many are 
longstanding appointments. 

“Far too often, traffic queues 
on the approach to the car parks 
delay ambulances trying to access 


the site, which is extremely 
worrying. 

“What is also concerning is 
that more people are likely to be 
directed to the hospital if services 
such as neonatal care and 
inpatient children’s services are 
removed from the Royal 
Glamorgan Hospital in 
Llantrisant. 

“I am calling on the Cardiff and 
Vale University Health Board to 
urgently address the issue,” she 
concluded.

NO LONGER BOOM 
TIME FOR POINTS 


THE GEM’S Brian 
Lee, who first reported 
on the Welsh hunt¬ 
racing scene back in 
1966, takes another 
look through his many 
press cuttings scrap 
books and discovers a 
time when the hunts 
received a lot more 
entries than they do 
today. 

ON February 9, 
1985, under the 
heading Boom Time 
For Racing, I wrote: 
‘Point-To-Point 
racing has never 
been so popular. 
Despite the firm 
ground for most of 
last season, there 
were over 12,000 
runners at meetings 
up and down the 
country. Between 
February 23 and 
May 18,18 meetings 
are due to be held in 
the south and west 
Wales areas.’ 

Well this season, only 
a total of 14 hunts 
applied for fixtures in 
these two areas and one 
of these had to be 
abandoned owing to the 
course being 

waterlogged. The 

number of entries 
received so far this 
season is certainly down 
on past years. The 
Banwen Miners, for 
instance, had a whopping 
43 entries for their men’s 
open race and 33 entries 
for their adjacent hunt’s 
race back in 1985. 

That was the year I 


tipped in the press Hallo 
Dandy to win the Grand 
National and under the 
heading ‘Hywel 

Continues Welsh 

Tradition’ I wrote: 
‘Cardigan-born Hywel 
Davies is the second 
successive jump jockey 
from Wales to win the 
Grand National, 

following Neale Doughty 
on Hallo Dandy last 
year.’ 

(Incidentally, Neale 
Doughty, a former 
member of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony 
Club, came from Kenfig 
Hill.) 

Hywel’s victory has 
given Welsh Hunt racing 
a tremendous boost as 
before he joined the paid 
ranks he regularly took 
part in Welsh point-to- 
point races.

Somehow or 
other he got his mount 
going again, and to the 
surprise of everyone on 
the course, managed to 
get up in the last 50 yards 
to pip the favourite. 

Other Welsh point-to- 
pointers Hywel was 
associated with were 
Romany Park and 
Knight’s Queen. 

However, in his very 
last ride in a Welsh 
point-to-point, before he 
turned professional, he 
was auspiciously 

unseated at the 
Llangenior Hunt.

Under the heading 
‘Alison First’ I recorded 
that: ‘Alison Kenniford, 
a bank clerk from Ystrad 
Mynach, had her first 
ride in a point-to-point at 
the Talybont yesterday 
and landed the members’ 
race, despite falling at the 
eighth fence. 

‘Alison remounted her 
bay gelding Grange Lad, 
who caught the favourite 
Riverside OK, who had 
earlier unseated his rider 


Andrew James at the 
second fence, to win by 
six lengths.’ While at the

In 2011, Pembrokeshire’s Eric Clough’s Parthian 
Prince, partnered by Paul Tolman, was later 
awarded the race after Bob’s Law, which had 
finished first past the post, was subsequently 
disqualified by the BHA Disciplinary Panel. 

In 2013, Matthew Barber, a 51b claimer, riding 
the seven-year-old bay gelding Hawkeye Native, 
trained by his brother Marc at Narbeth, came home 
nine lengths ahead of Paul and Myfawny Miles’ 
Findlay’s Find who recently notched-up his 22nd 
win. 

Last year, Lee Power’s nine-year-old brown 
gelding Gale Force Oscar, ridden by Welsh 
champion point-to-point rider John Mathias from 
Tenby, landed a big gamble when coming home 20 
lengths ahead of Supreme Regime, with Doc Wells a 
further four lengths away in third place. Gale Force 
Oscar must surely go down in the records as one of 
the easiest winners of the Dunraven Bowl, the race 
that all Welsh owners, riders and trainers want to 
win.
